_ Over the long-distance telephone Rev. 
Mr. Atkinson said to a Post-Dispatch 
_ feporter Monday: 

' “f did not know much about Wil- 
Mams’ movem@nts recently. His first 
wife was my sister. I don’t know any- 
thing about his second wife, who she 
Was or whetler*she is now alive. I 
@an’t tell you when he married a sec- 
end time. We were not estranged, we 
just drifted -~art. 

“I knew he was coming to see me 
Saturday night because he sent me a 
message to that effect from Ina earlier 
in the day. I have no idea as to what 
the motive of the killing might have 
been. I was at the scene of the shoot- 
ing a few minutes after it eccurred.

When a. diamond-back rattlesnake 
four and one-half feet long prepared to 


spring at little Elizabeth Siebert on 
a blufftop near Elsah, IIll., Sunday aft- 
ernoon, her father, Dr. August Siebert 
of 1647 South Jefferson avenue, stepped 
between. 

Gazing for an instant full into the 
lidiess eyes of the snake, in which 
cold hate gleamed, the physician struck 
it once on the back, as nearly as he 
could aim his cane at tHe middle of 
its coiled length. He aimed a second 
blow just back of its heed. 

As the snake lowered its up-raised 
head under the force of the second 
blow, Dr. Siebert grasped its neck with 
his right hand. 


Snake Shows Strength. 


. The snake had more strength left 
than the physician supposed, and for 
several minutes it took the utmost 
strength of fhe inclosing hand to keep 
the head from being turned and the 
fangs sunk into his flesh. All the 
strength of the reptile’s long body 
seemed to pass intg the neck, and Dr. 
Siebert was at first in doubt whether 
he would. be able to retain his grip. 

When the firm pressure of the doctor’s 
fingers had choked the snake into sub- 
mission, Mrs. Siebert pulled a pink rib- 
ton from little Elizabeth’s hair and tied 
it around the snake’s neck, just above 
where her husband held it. The silk 
ribbon made a tight hangman’s noose, 
and when its other end had been made 
fast to the handle of the family pic- 
nic basket the trophy was taken to the 
house.

HELENA, Ark., Aug. 5.—J. M. Scott, 


edifor of the World, a daily newspaper 
here, is dead from an assassin’s bullet 
as the result of a graft campaign 
against the Helena Police Departrhent 
by the paper. — 

The campaign resulted in a complete 
reorganization of the department and 
the resignation of the Mayor and City 
Council and caused a series of personal 
encounters between policemgn and the 


by an attempt at suicide by Frank D. 
Clancy, resigned Chief of Police. 

Scott was shot three times, at 2:30 a. 
m. Sunday, after-he had left his office 
to go home. A fourth shot went wild. 
Two struck Scott’s head and the third 
entered his neck. He lingered until 3 
p. m., but never regained conscious- 
ness. 

When wounded, Scott was in front of 
the saloon of A. O. Nuby. The direc- 
tion taken by the bullets indicated that 
they were fired from the window of a 
packing company’s plant across the 
street. At an inquest begun today by 
Coroner Burner into the editor’s death, 
effort was made to-learn who had ac- 
cess to this building Saturday night. E. 
S. Scott, the present Chief of Police, 
says there is as yet no‘clew to the iden- 
tity of the slayer, but that the act was 
clearly the result of Editor Seott’s work 
in the gnett, campaign. The two men 
are not’ related. «. 

Assassin Gets Away. 


“Nuby heard the shots and rushed inte 
the street, but says he saw nothing of 
the assassin. Scott was unable to make 
any statément. His body will be sent 
today to Columbia, Ky., where his wife 
and little child live. 

The World’s campaign against graft 
began several months ago, when its 
staff, under the direction of Geurge H. 
Adams, owner . of: the «paper, began 
gathering evidence to show that city 
funds, collected by the Chief of Police, 
were being misappropriated. Early in 
June the result of these investigations 
was published, it being charged that 
street taxes had not been turned into 
the City Treasury and that police court 
fines had been pocketed by members of : 
the police force. The monthly city rev- 
enue averages $14,000 and the Chief of 
Police in Helena acts as City Collector. 

The day after this, Adams met Chief 
of Police Clancy and Sergt. Thomas 
Duane in the street, and a personal 
encounter resulted. Adams escaped un- 
scathed, but his opponents both had 
bruised faces when bystanders sepa- 
rated them. 5 

Citizens, already stirred by the publi- 
cation, gathered in mass meeting in the 
auditorium of the Grand Theater, and 
went thence to the City Hall, where a 
delegation was sent in to demand the 
instant resignation of Chief Clancy. 

The City Council was then in special 
session to consider the newspaper's 
charges. Clancy was at the bedside of 
his wife, who was critically ill The 
Council declared his office vacant, and 
Mayor Hugh Martin appointed E. S&S. 
Scott to succeed him. 

Scott dismissed the eight members of 
the department and chose new men. 


Claacy Shoots Himeeclif. 


A week later Clancy shot himself in 
the breast at his home. It was thought 
that the attempt at self-destruction 
would prove fatal, but after lingering 
a week between life and death, the 
former chief began recovering, and is 
now out of danger. 

A few days later a shot was fired 
through a window of the World office 
while Scott sat at work. It imbedded 
itself tn the wall near him. The fol- 
lowing day Scott and Policeman Ben 
Carruther met in the street, and the two 
quarreled violently, but were prevented 
by others from coming to blows. 

No charge was made by the World of 
corruption in the City Council or the 
Mayor's office, but charges of careless- 
ness were made, and the Council and 
Mayor resigned July 1. A special elec- 
tion last week resulted in the choice of 
Mayor Fink and a new set of eight 
Councilmen. 

Scott was 33 reas old, and had been 
in Helena six months.- He had tendered 
his resignation to the World, but had 
been persuaded to remain with the pa- 
per until Aug. 165, and was to have ieft 
for Columbia at that time.

I have shot them 
all. With equally sleek satisfaction 
does the Standard Oil announce that it 
has no competitors. It has killed them 


all.

®* “The solemn assurances of the Stand- 
ard Oil magnates that they had long 
ceased the practice of rebating were 
iswept away by the verdict of the Chi.

‘}based his exemplary fine. The pretense 
of fair dealing had already been de- 
molished in Texas, where the Waters 
Pierce Oi] Co., that kept up a show of 
competing with the Standard, though in 
fact controlled by it, was last June fined 
$1,623,000 under the anti-trust law. 

“Not less false than the Standard’'s 
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missioner of Corporations Herbert Knox 
Smith, is its familiar plea that it has 
benefited consumers by reducing prices 
to a lower point than would have been 





tions. 

“In his report published today Mr. 
Smith shows how by its domination of 
the oil industry the trust has added 
enormouAy to its earnings by increasing 
the margin between the cost of crude 
oil and the prices of its finished prod- 
ucts. He states that during the last 
10 years, while doing nearly 90 per cent 
of the petroleum business, the Standard 
has raised the price of oil, ‘not only ab- 
solutely but relatively to the price of 
crude oil,’ 

Trust’s Immense Profits. 

“The investments of the Standard Oil 
at the time of their respective acquisi- 
tion were worth not more than $75,- 
000,000. Its total dividends from 1882 to 
1996 amounted to $551,992,94.80, averaging 
24.15 per cent a year on its swollen nom- 
inal capital. Its entire net earnings for 
the same period Commissioner Smith es- 
timates at $790,000,000, and possibly much 
more. Its net earnings on the capital 
stock outstanding from 1882 to 1894 av- 
eraged 15 per cent, while from 1903 to 
1905 they reached 68 per cent yearly.

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Eighteen Attack Policeman in 
Raid on Legislator Robert 
Lucks’ Grocery. 








CALL BRINGS RESERVES 





Policeman Fires Shot inCrowd 
as One Man Uses a 
Knife. 





In trying to arrest Robert Lucks, a 
member of the Missouri Legislature 
from the Third District of St. Louis, a 
policeman was attacked Sunday by 18 
men. The officer was threatened with 
a butcher knife, scale weights were 
thrown at him and he was abused gen- 
erally. The policeman drew his re- 
volver, fired one shot and then held the 
mob at bay while he backed out of a 
side door. 

The fight occurred in the grocery store 
kept by Robert Lucks at 2101 Biddle 
street. Adjoining the store is a saloon 
onwed by Lucks. John H. Stephen- 
meyer, the policeman upon that beat, 
had suspected that Lucks was violating 
the Sunday liquor law. 

Sunday afternoon he watched the place 
and saw different men leave the grocery 
with packages. At 5 o’clock he stopped 
John McGuire, opened a bundle he car- 
ried and found in it three bottles of 
beer. He arrested McGuire and took 
him back to the grocery and arrested 
wucks. 

“When I arrested Lucks he gave a 
signal,’ says the policeman. ‘In a mo- 
ment 18 men rushed in the back. door 
and swarmed upon me. One picked up 
a butcher knife and held its. point 
against me and threatened to cut out 
my heart. Another threw a scale weight 
which would have killed me if I had 
not dodged. 

No Trouble, He Says. 


“I drew my revolver, fired one shot, 
backed out and sent in a riot call.’’ 
Capt. O’Malley of the Carr Street Sta- 
tion hurried a squad of policemen to 
the place. They found the grocery 
closed. John J. Tatten, a city scwer 
inspector and former deputy § sheriff, 
looked eut the windew uf his room over 
the saloon and dared the officers to take 
him. 

Leter Lucks and 12 other men were 
arrested and booked under charges of 
assault. 

From his cell in the Carr Street Poijice 
Station Lucks gave his version of the 
affair Monday. 

“I wasn’t in my. saloon at all yester- 
day. It was closed all day,’ he said. 
“I was in my grocery stere, but didn’t 
sell a drop. It’s a frame-up of the po- 
lice to job me. 

“There wasn’t any rict or disturbance 
in my place. ‘The officer was too much 
of a coward to take me, so he sent in 
a riot call. That’s all there i to it.”’ 
Stephenmeyer’s superior officers say 
he is a brave, faithful and truthful of- 
ficer and that Lucks has been mating 
trouble each Sunday since the lid went 
on.

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EFFECTIVENESS IN TAXATION. 

It is unfortunate that when the citizens of the 
State have the opportunity to reform their tar 
system on the basis of efficiency and home rule, 
that the City Comptroller—the financial officer of 
the city—should see nothing in this but an at- 
tempt to give special exemption from taxation 
to certain private interests. Yet, in the same 
breath, the Comptroller wants a constitutional 
amendment exempting city bonds from taxation. 
The citizens of St. Louis are competent to elect 
their own officials. Are they not competent to 
determine through their representatives what 
property can be effectively taxed? Are not the 
citizens of each community better qualified to 
determine this question than the citizens of other 
communities having no interest. in the matter? 
The truth is that it is the private interests which 
are unscrupulous enough to escape wholly or in 
part taxation under the present ineffective system 
who object to this reform. 

The failure of our present taxing system could 
not be better illustrated than in the present po- 
sition of the city with reference to its municipal 
bonds. The price of such bonds and the rate 
of interest are necessarily controlled by the 
money markets of the world. It is the highest 
public policy that these bonds should be pur- 
chased by the citizens of St. Louis. They would 
furnish a most excellent investment for the sav- 
ings of our people. Our taxing system, however, 
which attempts to tax everything alike, makes it 
impossible for the honest and scrupulous citizen 
to hold these bonds. The suggestion that the as- 
sessors will wink at the plain evasion of the stat- 
ute in the failure of the citizen to make return 
of these bonds for taxation, is thoroughly demo- 
ralizing. If the citizen should evade the law with 
the connivance of public officials in returning this 
class of property, why should he return any prop- 
erty, where the existence of such property is only 
known to himself? 

It is fundamental that a tax which is ineffective 
is unequal and therefore unjust. This is appar- 
ent to anyone who gives the slightest thought to 
the subject. Under the laws of Missouri every 
thing is taxable, city bonds as well as other se- 
curities. Except in the cases of estates in pro- 
bate and trust, the existence of such prop- 
erty in the hands of any citizen can only be as- 
certained by his voluntary disclosure of the fact. 
Such a system necessarily discriminates against 
the honest and scrupulous man and in favor of 
the dishonest and unscrupulous. 

Effectiveness in taxation can only be secured 
through the adoption of the principle of home 
rule in taxation. That is, allowing each com- 
munity to determine for itself what property can 
be effectively taxed. This principle of local op- 
tion and home rule in taxation is secured by the 
constitutional amendment now pending and which 
will be voted upon at the next general election 
in 1908. Everyone interested in sound tax reform 
should give this amendment his hearty support. 
It is to be regretted that Mr. Player, in his report, 
should have taken a narrow view of so important 
a question, and shown distrust of the people to 
whom he owes his election.

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ADEQUACY OF STANDARD FINE. 

The most significant feature of Judge Landis’ 
prohouncement against the Standard Oil Co. was 
his. doclaration that he would sentence the guilty 
olfitials to the Penitentiary if he had the power, 
opupied with his statement, which amounted to a 
C tion’ of the country, that it would be 
Possible to punish similar offenses in the future. 
This “strong expression from the Federal bench 
promises drastic enforcement of the amended EI- 
kins act in a manner consonant with the needs 
of the times. 

Considering that under the act in force when 
the rebating offenses wore perpetrated, it was 
possible to penalize a corporation only through 
its pocketbook, a fine of $29,240,000 against the 
richest corporation in the world is not excessive, 
but perfectly expressive of the principle of law 
under which such punishment is assessed, which 


actually punish the offending party or concern, 
taking all the circumstances into account. 

_In a word, fines must be relative. While en- 
forcement of a twenty-nine million penalty 
against most concerns would wipe them out of 
existence, it cannot be said that it would more 
than adequately “smart” the Standard Oil Co. 
for a long series of the worst industrial crimes 
ms Tac ar ead when you reflect 
that hu of millions of dividends have been 
poured into the coffers of the company by the 
criminal method in question. According to Her- 
bert Kwox Smith, Commissioner of Corporations,

CLINTON, Mo., Aug. 5.—Dr. George 
‘Young Salmon, who was a partner in 
the Salmon & Salmon Bank which 
failed here in 1905, died this morning. 
He was 80 years old. 

The failure of the bank and his sub- 
gequent indictment was a shock from 
which Dr. Salmon did not rally. He 
was in poor health at the time. He 
grew more infirm after the failure. 
Paralytic strokes occurring at short in- 
tervals left him helpless and speech- 
less. 

To old friends who called to express 
sympathy he could only nod his head to 
show he understood them and he often 
gave way to tears. 

Dr. Salmon formed the bank under 
the name of Salmon & Stone in 1866 
with D, C. Stone. This was succeeded 
in 1871 by Salmon & Salmo, his bro- 
ther, Maj. H. W. Salmon, being his 
partner. 

The bank dealt largely in cattle ven- 
tures and this eventually caused its 
failure in June, 1905. 

Ignorant of Bank’s Affairs, 

Dr. Salmon for.years had paid little 
attention to the bank’s affairs, trusting 
implicitly in his son-in-law, T. M. Casey,

Harvey Salmon was convicted in War- 
saw, Mo., last April and sentenced to 
three years in prison. The case has 
not come up for final hearing in the 
. higher courts yet. 

Dr. G. Y. Salmon was born in South 
Carolina June 27, 1827, and came with 
his father to Morgan County, Missouri, 
in. 1840. He studied medicine in Ver- 
gaillies, afterwards taking a course in 
the Louisville Medical College, and in 
1847 began practicing in Clinton. After 
the war he turned his attention to live- 
stock and then established the Salmon 
& Stone Bank. 

Dr. Salmon’s widow is the daughter 
of “Parson” L. C. Marvin, Speaker of 
the Missouri House of Representatives, 
in 1862. There are two daughters, Mrs, 
T. M. Casey and Mrs. Robert M. Tam- 
blyn of Kansas City, and two sons, 
Young Salmon of Portland, Ore., and 
Frank M. Salmon of St. Louls.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—12:30 p. m.—There was little feature to the stock 
market during the forenoon Monday. The early decline averaged 2 points, and 
from 11 o’clock on it was very dull, along with some recovery in prices. At 
1 o’clock the leaders were nearly all within a fraction of their openings. Sales 
to noon very light, 166,000 s>ares. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5, 9:30 a. m.—A sagging lower market was anticipated 
from the opening Monday by commission houses and the anticipations were 
made good in the opening figures, which show recessions of 4% to % of a point 
in nearly all active issues. 

There was no bearish news except the re-echo of the heavy fine as- 
sessed against the Standard Oil Co., but as that matter is destined to remain 
several years in the courts yet on appeal, market advice is that it cuts no 
figure. 

More than one of the commission houses advise that crops and business 
are the factors to be looked after as effecting the market, and it is held that 
both are bull arguments at this,time for stocks.

CANADIAN SEIZES U. 8. 
LAND, HOISTS UNION JACK 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PORT ARTHUR, Ont., Aug. 5.—The 
Union Jack of England now floats over 
Isle Royale, held for a centtrry as a 
part of Houghton County, Mich. The 
standard was planted there by Capt. 
S. Cc. Young of the Ninety-sixth Regi- 
ment, who‘ declares he tired of waiting 
for Great Britain to claim its own and 
therefore he, in the King’s name, seized 
this property. 

Capt. Young seems to have acted on 
his own initiative alone, the Canadian 
Government having no hand in the 
strange procedure or any knowledge Of it 
officially. However, the soldier’s action 
may cause correspondence between the 


‘Government and Washington, which may 


result in the ownership of the islands 
being definitely fixed by diplomacy. 
The ‘‘filibuster’’ asserts that Isle Roy- 
ale is north of the forty-ninth parallei 
of latitude and, therefore, a part of Can- 
ada, but the United States Government 
holds that its ownership was settled 
by treaty early in the last century. He 
was accompanied by several armed men. 
evidently expecting resistance, which 
did not materialize. 

The affair has caused a sensation here 
but dispatches from Washington state 
that the American Government is not 
at all alarmed or disturbed over the sit- 
uation. Developments are anxiously 
awaited. 

Isle Royale comprises sevéral smali 
islands in Lake Superior and formerly 
was known as Isle Royale County. 


The ‘Isle Royale proper is included 
generally in referring to what is known 
as Michigan’s great copper belt. This 
island contains rich deposits of copper 
and the amount produted by its mines, 
in conjunction with those of the upper 
peninsula, is exceeded only in Mon- 
tana. ;
